CAPTIVE AUDIENCE 


Throughout this turbulent year the American people--angry, frustrated and 
desperate or dazzled and hopelessly bewildered, depending on the extent of their 
knowledge of what it's all about--have been held a captive audience at the "Greatest 
Show on Earth", They saw their president depart hopefully for a top-level Big Four 
conference in Paris; saw him and our great nation insulted and the "summit" meeting 
spurned by a raging, snarling Khrushchev who hurled threats of war, called Eisen-~ 
hower a thief and repaid the lavish hospitality shown him on his American tour by 
slamming the doors of the Kremlin in the President's face. They saw the United 
States put on trial with U.S. Air Force pilot Francis Gary Powers and convicted in 
the U=2 "spy't case by a gangster nation that, since early April, 1950 has pursued 
an apparently-fixed policy of deliberately, and without provocation,shooting down 
American planes, killing or imprisoning their crews and diabolically denying the 
anguished families of the missing men the truth as to their fate. 

They witnessed the presidential tour of the Far ast blocked by rioting "stud- 
ent" mobs in Tokyo, and forced to run the gantlet on Okinawa as a battalion of U.S. 
Marines with drawn bayonets held off 5,000 demonstrators who screamed, "Go home, 


Ike$" 

They beheld the payoff of the United Nations* meddlesome war upon white col- 
onialism in a period of unspeakable horror for European and American men, women and 
children, including Christian missionaries, as the "liberated" blacks, reverting to 
jungle savagery, turned upon their white neighbors in the Belgian Congo to run the 
gamut of beastiality in the way of torture, rape, mayhem and murder, They saw these 
savages welcomed into membership in the U.N. among a host of hastily-organized bar= 
barian states, each entitled to voting power equal to that of the United States in 
the U.N. General Assembly. And thereby saw a new, grimly-ironic item added to the 
long list of outrages condoned and often instigated by U.N. policy; in that, on 
the word of Stuart Cloete, authority on Africa, as quoted in The South African 
Observer of October, 1960: "No one could have treated the Africans better than the 
Belgians. To call one a baboon was a civil offense; to strike one, a serious crime; 
and now, like spoilt children, they have turned on their parents in the rage of the 
adolescent who thinks he is a man.‘ (Much the same account is given by Mr. Cloete 
in a recent issue of Life Magazine, with the enlightening statement that “The army, 
the 25,000-strong Force Publique, equipped with modern weapons, was drawn from 
savage and cannibalistic tribes."?) The South African Observer (P.O. Box 3638,Cape 
Town, S.A.) further reports: "900 WHITES MISSING IN THE CONGO: More than 1,000 re- 
quests for missing Europeans in the Congo have been received by the International 
Red Cross in Geneva. Fewer than 100 of the missing people have been found." The 
world may never know their fate but the possibilitie®/forrifying in view of the es- 
tablished fact that under French colonial "oppression" the president of the newly 
independent nation of Gabon, Leon H*ba, actually served four years in prison for 
eating his mother-in-law; in view, also, of the fact that an investigation revealed 
that one Biaka Boda, a senator to the French National Assembly from the Ivory Coast 
who took time out to campaign for office on the approach of national independence 
and promptly disappeared, had been eaten by his constituents. 

Late returns on this situation come via an AP dispatch of Nov. 26th from 
Leopoldville-—"CANNIBALISM RITE REVIVED IN CONGO: The ancient ritual of eating your 
enemy is making a secret comeback in The Congo backwoods. Unrest sweeping the nation 
and the fact Belgian punitive measures no longer are to be feared contribute to the 
revival of cannibal witchcraft, Among some Baluba clans human flesh is again eaten 
in secret tribal ritual--not as a delicacy or for nourishment, but for the magic 
properties of a dead enemy's limbs and organs. The heart brings courage, the brain 
intelligence and the legs speed, according to the witch doctors, U.N. officials are 
convinced that one of the eight Irish soldiers killed in a recent Baluba ambush in 
northern Katanga was eaten in a cannibal ritual. His body disappeared from where he 
died under a hail of arrows, It never has been recovered," 

In this connection the November, 1960 oulletin of the AMERICAN COALITION OF 
PATRIOTIC SOCIETIES raises an interesting question: "The possibility of removing a 
candidate's name from the ballot by serving politician fricassee is, to say the 
least, startling and to the author of this facetious supposing’ --horrifying. Un- 
fortunately this isn't as ridiculous as it seems, M'Ba did eat his mother-in-law, 
Boda was eaten by his constituents, Suppose the African bloc, under the heady wine 
of nationalism and patriotism insist on making their customs the law of the land, 
Much concern is expressed these days regarding the change in the balance of power in 
the world, The real change is that the Afro-Asian group is the most important bloc :

The U.S. offer followed a recent announcement by 
Secretary-General Dag Hammarskjold that the United Nations is running short of money 
and will have to c off the Congo operation unless members contribute to the cost 
at a faster and higher rate." Two days earlier an AP dispatch had stated that 
"Reliable sources predict the United States will forgive about 410,000,000 of the 
P4900 000 the ted Nations owes the U.S. Government for airlifting troops to 
he’ Congo U.N. operation." 

In September, with the opening of the United Nations’ 15th General Assembly 
meeting in the glassy New Tower of Babel that dominates eighteen acres of interna- 
tional no-man*s land on Manhattan's East River, with the Nixon and Kennedy cam- 
paigns in full swing, and with the clashing uitimatums of political rivals Preside 
Kasavubu and Premier Lumumba rocking the new Congo republic, the Greatest Show on 
Earth became a stupendous three-ring circus. The ‘eyes of fhe captive audience-— 
the much=-abused, plundered American taxpayers who were not consulted on the ques~ 
tion of joining the U.N., who had no voice in choosing presidential candidates and 
party platforms~-were made to fairly swivel in their sockets in the effort to follw 
the triple play that operated with deadly precision to strip them of the last ves- 
tige of national sovereignty and betas ete | deliver them, bankrupt, to the receiver 
8 P of an anti-Christian, multiracial world state developing out of the United 
Nations Charter that was {aunched in 1945 under the expert guidance of its first

the New York and U.N. scene. and leaving chicken feathers, cigar butts and other 
mementos to litter his hotel rooms, Khrushchev, the red barbarian from the Kremlin, 
was exploding in desk=pounding fury, waving his shoe for greater dramatic effect.

ment of visiting heads of government. All of which, together with a flashback to 
an article titled Clearing House for Diplomacy in the May, 1953 issue of The United 
Nations World, suggests that Lumumba has the right idea and should make good in U.N. 
diplomatic circles. States the article: "It is sometimes said that the United Na- 
tions is like an iceberg--since only about one-seventh of what takes place is visi-~ 
ble. Most of the international diplomacy which makes headlines, for example, is 
een by private negotiations behind the scenes in which the ratio of private 


alk to public action is at least seven to one. There is a great deal of what might 
be called diplomacy ex officio, It takes place in delegates? lounges, at cocktail 
parties and receptions, around bars, and even over bridge and poker. This informal 
private diplomacy is what makes the U.N. one of the world's major listening posts. 

At least once every month--during the dinner traditionally given by the president 
of the Security Council--diplomats of Russia and the Western powers sit down to= 
gether in informal surroundings over an ample assortment of drinks..." 

If anything more is needed to drive the harassed spectators to the brink of 
losing their sanity it is supplied by the antics of the pied pipers of mongreliza- 
tion to whom the Greatest Show on Earth gives top billing with the madde y 
monotonous repetition of a television singing commercial: Harry Belafonte, Lena 
Horne, the "Reverend" Martin Luther King, Dorothy Dandridge, Pearl Bailey, Katherine 
Dunham, Josephine Baker, Frank Sinatra, Sammy Davis Jr., Eartha Kittereec. 

Throughout the year the Captive Audience has been treated to the spectacle of 
religious and racial chaos afforded by the news spotlight that follows one of the 
world's highest-paid entertainers, song-and-dance-man Sammy Davis Jr. who is 
racially a Negro and religiously a Talmudic Jew obsessed for months past with the 
desire to marry a white girl (blondes preferred) and admittedly unconcerned over the 
likelihood that the children will "turn out to be polka dot", The sincerity of his 
conversion to the teachings of the Babylonian Talmud appears to be confirmed by the 
speed with which at the drop of the hat he makes a bee-line for Jewry's wailing 
wall and gives vent to his woes. He loudly deplored the "bigotry" that prompted 
criticism of his engagement last year to blonde showgirl Joan Stuart of Toronto, 
Canadae He wept in London when boycotters of his show booed and jeered him in pro- 
test against his later engagement to Swedish actress May Britt and shouted, "Go 
home, Niggert't He sobbed when he was booed at the Democratic National Convention in 
Los Angeles at which he appeared with other stars to add Hollywood glamor, He 
wailed again--and the kosher press wailed with him--when his show in Hollywood was 


picketed with pointed reference to his forthcoming marriage to Miss Britt. But in 
November he had his hour of triumph at the star-studded reception that topped off 
the marriage ceremony performed by Rabbi Max Nussbaums and, oddly, his triumph 
Ss luster from the greater glory of a nationwide victory that made the month's 
headlines. 

It was a great day for the Irish when, as ballots were still being counted in 
the wee small hours of Wednesday morning, November 9th, the word was flashed to the 
waiting world: KENNEDY WINSt. A new twist was given to the American dream of 
success once symbolized by the dramatic rise from 1a, Sanne to White House; replac- 
ing the sturdy structure of the log cabin with the y composition of the board 
shanty. For, despite the aristocratic touch contributed by his Harvard accent to 
the desired “image” of this heir to the Kennedy whiskey ons, a close look at 


his raffish associates of the type of Sammy Davis Jr. and best man at Sammy's wed- 
ding, Frank Sinatra (notorious sponsor of Communist causes and onetime pal of Lucky 
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Luciano and other underworld big shots), inevitably calls to mind the expression 
"shanty Irish'', 

Which brings us back to Sammy's Big Moment. The wedding reception was in full 
swing, marred only by the absence of the ailing blonde bride, who had returned to 
her sickbed, Mrs. Pat Kennedy Lawford, wife of actor Peter: Lawford and sister of 
Senator Kennedy, rushed up to the ebony bridegroom, asking, "How do you feel, 

Chicky Baby?" Sammy, planting a kiss on her cheek, beamed, "Man, I*m electric$* 
A week later, at a reception in his honor at the Fairmont Hotel in San Francisco, 
organized by the Jewish National Fund, he accepted a plaque honoring him and his 
Swedish bride for their “significant contributions to the ideals of brotherhood,' 

On that high and happy note, perhaps, this review of the 1960 run of the Great- 
est Show on Earth ought to close, But the year has thirty days yet to run. The con- 
tents of the tinseled and beribboned packages under the Christmas tree are not yet 
revealed: a U.N. Ambassadorship for Adlai Stevenson, perhaps? The office of Secre~ 
tary of State for Chester Bowles? Defense Secretaryship for Stuart Symington? Dip- 
lomatic posts in Kenya and the Congo for Sammy Davis Jr. and horneblowing “Satchmo! 
Armstrong? Given the nod by the presumed President-elect John Kennedy, Connecti- 
cut's Jewish Governor Abraham Ribicoff has opened his package prematurely and is 
happily displaying his prizé-=-the post of Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare. 
In this instance let's call it a Chanukah gift. Michigan’s Governor G. Mennen 
("Soapy") Williams and North Carolina's Governor Luther Hodges » too, have torn off 
the gay wrappings and learned that they are to serve as Assistant Secretary of State 
for Africa and Secretary of Commerce respectively. Many a shadowy heroine of history 
whose skirts brushed a throne in a near miss that lost a date with regal destiny 
may be looking on sympathetically as Pat Nixon, who undoubtedly would grace the 
White House as a charming First Lady, turns sadly from the Christmas tree, There is 
nothing there for her. 

Or is there? The outcome of the Electoral College vote on December 19th is 
shrouded in the mists of the future. The long lead given Kennedy in the early hys- 
terical reports has steadily diminished. With California's absentee ballots switche 
ing the state to Nixon by an edge of 35,623 votes, with recounts looming in states 
where voting frauds are charged by the Gop, and with unpledged Southern electors in 
a mood of revolt, the race is nearing a photo finish. Headlines run: NATIONAL RE~ 
PERCUSSIONS IN VOTE SCANDAL IN ILLINOIS--22 "ELIGIBLES" IN PRECINCT, YET IT COUNTED 
82 BALLOTS. A November 23rd UPI dispatch declared that "KENNEDY*’S ELECTION COULD BE 
UNHITCHED if: a recount gave Illinois to Vice President Nixon instead of Kennedy; if 
Southern Democratic electors decided to withhold their votes from the Democratic 
candidate. Eight electors in Mississippi are unpledged and six in Alabama are in 
doubt..." UPI from Baton Rouges "WILL LOUISIANA SWITCH VOTES? Louisiana's segrega« 
tionist a, ho er resumed its special session today with a call to act against 
President-Elect Kennedy for his refusal to take a public stand in the New Orleans 
school-desegregation controversy...To stir new wrath against Kennedy reprints of a 
news dispatch of Negro entertainer Sammy Davis Jr.*s marriage to blonde actress May 
Britt were placed on each legislator's desk, An exchange between the singer and Irs. 
Petér Lawford, Kennedy*s sister, was underscored," 

And so the year draws to its close in the shadow of a tremendous question rais- 
ed by the strangest presidential election in our history, Whatever the answer, the 
show will go on thereafter to a crashing climax that will bring destruction to the 
Babylonian system of collectivism, regimentation, topheavy bureaucracy, crushing 
debt and taxation to the point of confiscation, which the tower that stands as a 

assy sentinel over the United Nations headquarters so well symbolizes. For the 
ong rise through the centuries and the sudden, resounding fall of the Second 
Babylon is the overall production that we are now viewing as the Greatest Show on 
Earth (See 18th chapter of Revelation), Even now the U.N., thoroughly exposed as a’.

"The press is silent about the possibilities. Radio commentators repeat end- 
lessly that the margin is a close one but that Kennedy cannot be upset.
